As we enter upon this New year of our Lord 1921 
we extend greeting to our readers in the words of St. 
John, the Beloved Disciple, to Gaius: “Beloved, | wish 
above all things that thou mayest prosper and be in 
health, even as thy soul prospereth.”—3 John 2. 
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New Recent General Convention legis- 
Fiscal Year lation in the interest of “Business 
Adjustments Methods in Church Affairs” provides 
that “The Fiscal Year shall begin 
January 1.” The effect of this is that Annual Meetings of 
congregations, as well as Conventions in many of our Dio- 
ceses and Convocations in Missionary Districts are adjust- 
ing themselves to such a fiscal year. In the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia, for example, the meetings of the congregations are 
prescribed for “the first Tuesday after the first day of Janu- 
ary of each year” and the Annual Convention for the “fifth 
Tuesday of each year except when that day may happen to 
fall in the same week as the first day of Lent.” The Church 
has recently been giving needed and expert attention to the 
efliciency of its organization, and in that interest has made 
some radical changes, especially in the provision of a “Pre- 
siding Bishop and Council” for “the Missionary, Educa- 
tional and Social work of the Church” and there is a similar 
revision of organization in many Dioceses and Districts. 


Greater Efficiency To carry out the same movement 
for Annual Meetings for more agile administration it 
and Local Church follows that every effort should be 
Administration made to bring the machinery of our 

congregations, not to say our Con- 
ventions and Convocations, up to new degrees of efficiency. 


With full recognition of the devotion and accomplishment 
of hosts of our officers of the congregations throughout the 
land who are making things go in their local Church com- 
munities, no one would claim that, speaking generally, the 
interest in our annual gatherings or even of those they eiect 
for administrative purposes is what it might be. If it must 
be said there is a good deal of just simple plain slackerism 
which keeps down the percentage of efficiency. There are 
no - Statistics available to show, for instance, how many 
electors who ought to attend their annual meetings of the 
congregations fail to do so, nor how many of those elected 
as Vestrymen or other officers fail to vest themselves with 
their duties of attendance or of taking hold somewhere. 


Much to 
Be Desired 


The only data bearing upon the 
matter, actually availeble, and those 
statistics are for many reasons far 
from scientific, are those which accurately register roll call 


answers to our Diocesan Convention sessions out of the Lay 
Delegates distinctly chosen for such attendance. In the 
Diocese of California it should be fairly noted that as a 
substitute for the segregation of regular and alternate Lay 
Delegates, the possible number is made larger from each 
congregation with the hope that some, if not all, can attend. 
But if in recognition of this we dvide the total number of 
Lay Delegates chosen by two, we have the record of the 
Diocesan Convention of 1920, for example, showing that 
such a half of the whole number reported as chosen would 
be 117. Analyzing the attendance it appears that the show- 
ing by Convocations is as follows:

And of the full number of clergy on the roll—96—it ap- 
pears that 64 answered to their names. There are, of course, 
many things to be taken into the account if the statistics 
were to be studied but they are only cited here for their 
evidence that with all allowances for distance—which ex- 
plains the failure of some of the 22 congregations entitled 
to representation which sent no representative at all—there 
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is much to be desired in the percentage of efficiency in our 
Diocesan machinery. 


The Coming 
Annual Meetings 
of Congregations 


Not the least result from the 
Nation-Wide Campaign is the prom- 
ise of its drawing in more and more 
a recruitage of applied earnestness 
of our people to the perpetual Campaign of the Church in 
its normal and ordinary agencies for service. And a good 


time and place to turn on this new energy and service of 
responsibility is in these early January Annual Meetings. 
Some of our congregations make them the objective of a 
general rally of the people with social features following 
the business in hand. This affords the opportunity for in- 
formation about the affairs of the congregation which is apt 
to be scrappy in the necessary brevity of Chancel notices 
and appeals. Indeed, as we are learning to use our large 
asset of lay speaking, it would help to such interest and in- 
formation if semi-annually or even quarterly, a warden or a 


treasurer could have ten minutes of the sermon time at the 


best attended service, to tell the people how things stand. 
The preacher could well concede such time and it might 
save him from many Chancel money-screeds. 


Clergy and Officers can do much 
in preparedness for live and mean- 
ingful Annual Meetings. There are 
great possibilities in them for a 
healthy Parish Consciousness—a real amour propre of the 
congregation. Such meetings if improved in the right 


spirit become enthusiastic for service and catch the wider 
interest in the Church. They can transmute its local ex- 
perience of real service into all the wider implications of 
service. They can convert parish selfishness into realization 
that no parish lives for itself. That fallacy hampers all the 
units of our administration. Self-centered-ism is the bane 
of all our isms—Parochialism, Diocesanism, Provincialism, 
and even our Protestant Episcopalianism. One under its in- 
fluence is perpetually exploiting the ism unit with which he 
is immediately concerned, pluming himself on that as the 
“biggest” or some other superlative of all that is going. The 
obsession is that everything counts only as it contributes to 
his particular Parish, Diocese, Province or Church Organiza- 
tion. The correction of that sort of only looking on the 
things of our own is to learn in the sphere of our own con- 
gregation and our own duties as officers the blessed lesson

and joy of corporate service, as “Christ loved the Church — 


and gave Himself for it.” 
Such a “Happy New Year” The Pacific Churchman in- 
vokes for all our congregations and their officers!

Painless Religion 


So far pain has not had placed upon it a “war tax” as being a 
luxury. It is one of the instincts of human nature to shrink from 
anything that causes suffering. To deny the reality of pain does 
not, however, take the “hurt” out of it. By the ordering of a wise 
Providence, pain is symptomatic of a condition needing correction. 
Experience and revelation teach that pain has warning, restraining, 


correcting, purifying and confirming tendencies to better human 
conditions, and so manifest—human affairs being such as they 
are—the admonition “Whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth, and 
scourgeth every son whom he receiveth” as one of the truest ex- 
pressions of Divine beneficence. While relief from pain is in itself 
counted a blessing, yet stability of normal character, verily oft at 
the cost of continued suffering, and a gentle, sympathetic and 
charitable disposition, forged in the furnace of affliction, are some 
of the finest exhibits of Christianity. Modern tendencies to make 
material prosperity—soundness of body and fatness of purse— 
the “summum bonum” come perilously near placing even religion 
in the category of “painless” systems advertised to catch the un- 


wary. —W, M. B. 


In Memoriam 


ELIZABETH C. BOSTON 


Mrs, Elizabeth C. Boston, Mother of Calvary Parish, Santa Cruz, 
and pioneer Churchwoman of the Diocese of California, has passed 
on to her reward. Her death occurred after a short illness at her 
home in Santa Cruz on October 26. Her body was taken to her 
true home, the Parish Church, where it lay peacefully amidst the 
intercessions of countless friends until the quiet service on 
Wednesday afternoon with the immediate family and the journey 
the following day to Cypress Lawn Cemetery where Bishop Nichols 
and Dean Brewer joined with the Rector in the last rites. 


It was a peaceful earthly ending to a remarkable life of service. 
The eighty-eight years of her life were filled to overflowing with 
good works and the vitality of living. All her faculties, as had 
ever been her prayer, were keen up to the very last. She made 
even the hours before going into unconscoiusness happy and 
bright for those around her bedside by her joyous, unconquerable 
spirit. The palm cross, placed in her hand aiter the spirit had 
gone, proclaimed the triumphal quality of her life. 


The solidity of Calvary Parish is due in large measure to the 
influence of Mrs. Boston. She was the creative spirit in the very 
beginnings of Churchly things in Santa Cruz, was present at the 
laying of the corner stone on St. Peter’s Day, June, 1864, and held 
as a principle of life the upbuilding, of the Parish. Her silver 
sugar bowl was used as a Font for over fifty baptisms before the 
stone Font was presented to the Church. Her god-children num- 
ber over one hundred, such was her vigorous missionary spirit and 
reverence for the Sacraments of the Church. The number is legion 
of those she presented for confirmation and influenced to take 
their rightful place in the Church life. 


The Diocese knew her in the days when she was able to attend 
the, Conventions, knew her intellectual power of speech, as she 
addressed the House of Churchwomen, and her loyalty to Church 
matters, as she tenderly upheld them. She was a friend of all the 
clergy, one upon whom they might always depend in every 
emergency. 


One of the most beautiful of the memories which surges through 
the mind of one who thinks of Mrs. Boston’s life is the remem- 
brance of her human sympathy for those in trouble. There were 
days when she took the side of the oppressed wnen the hand of 
all was against them. She cared not what others might think so 
long as she was able to help those in trouble. In the days of the 
Chinese trouble in Santa Cruz, she alone gathered them into her 
home and defied any mob to injure them, saying:, with her keen 
sense of humor, “A woman’s tongue and a broomstick are a match 
for any mob.” There were homes of shame where she alone went 
when illness and death came to the poor inmates. Without thought 
of self she went about doing good. Thus with poor, inadequate 
words we honor her life as revealing to us a true Christian 
character. 


A simple memorial service was held in Calvary Church on Octo- 
ber 31 when the Rector preached upon “The Abundant Life,” as so 
remarkably represented by the sterling character and vital living 
of Mrs. Boston. A Christian, a loyal friend, a faithful mother, a 
courageous citizen, a true Churchwoman, these are some of the 
impressions and thoughts given us as we meditate upon the brave 
life of Mrs. Boston,

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The Grace of Co-operation

“A bird in the hand is worth two in the bush.” This maxim may 
be ecclesiasticized by saying: A layman in the pews is worth two 
clerics in the chancel. What a misapplication! some one will say. 
Not at all! may be the parried reply. Great are the potentialities 
of the man in the pews. Should he be called to the Ministry, in 
turn he might find another of like mind, thereby making two 
clerics for the chancel. Moreover, the two clerics in the chancel 
could do little without the co-operation of the layman in the pews. 
The men and women in the pews constitute the major strength 
of the Church. It is a weak parish whose main strength is the 
man in the pulpit. The Bishop of California is credited with hav- 
ing said that the lay folk are a great mine of unworked resources. 

Among the brightest pages in the history of any diocese are 
those that record the co-operation of the laity. California’s roll of 
faithful laymen and laywomen would be a lengthy list. Such a 
memorial would include the names on the “Founders Foundation” 
tablet in Grace Cathedral, also those of the pioneer churchmen, 
whose labors are commemorated by the tablet which adorns Trin- 
ity Church, San Francisco, as well as the names on the tablet 
which graces the entrance to St. Luke’s Hospital. Instances of loy- 
alty to co-operative Christian interests are illuminative as being 
suggestive of many other examples of faith and good works. 

One of the spots in San Francisco where the sun of God’s ap- 
proval shines brightest is in the Excelsior District. A modest 
chapel there marks the devoted work of Mr. Fred T. Foster. Given 
a sterling layman and a Book of Common Prayer and God works 
wonders. St. Barnabas’ Mission is an instance of what laymen can 
do with occasional priestly co-operation. Though a much occupied 
business man, Mr. Foster finds time to build up a promising Sun- 
day School and to conduct church services at St. Barnabas’. Mrs. 
George Reed, Mr. Herbert Trinies and, more recently, Mr. Arthur 
Warren, are among those whose co-operation are making the Mis- 
sion a good foundation, upon which to erect a future city parish. 

A notable example of what a layman can do for the upbuilding 
of a parish may be had in the experience at St. Peter’s, San Fran- 
cisco, of Mr. Archibald C. Kains. As a former communicant and 
parish officer, he was one of the foremost supporters of the work. 
Mr. Kains resigned as Governor of the Federal Reserve Bank at 
San Francisco to accept an important bank presidency in New 
York City. Previously he had been manager of the Canadian Bank 
of Commerce, as well as a member of various commercial and ec- 
clesiastical boards. He told the writer that, upon reaching the 
responsible position of manager of his bank, with the other de- 
mands upon him, he was so completely occupied he well-nigh felt 
moved to resign and take a position less exacting upon his time 
and strength. Notwithstanding that fact Mr. Kains was one of the 
most regular attendants at the services, was invariably present at 
Vestry meetings, gave the parish work the benefit of his splendid 
business ability and for a time taught a Bible class for boys. 

The Sunday afternoon chapel services at the San Francisco Relief 
Home are a monument to the co-operative industry of Lay Readers 
Foster, Goldsack, Sawyer, Trinies, March and Rommel. 

The Mid-day Lenten Services, held every year in the Merchants 
Exchange Building, San Francisco, are the enterprise of the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew as the maintenance of the Rest Room 
for young women is the enterprise of the Daughters of the King. 
No one more than Mr. George H. Andruss has contributed to the 
success of those downtown Lenten services for business men. 
Largely through his untiring energy not only have the details of 
the meetings been arranged from year to year, but more important 
still, there has been secured the co-operation of representatives 
of various Christian communions in San Francisco and vicinity. 

The larger work of the Church in the Diocese calls for all the 
business acumen and professional skill of such men of affairs as 
are constantly catalogued as members of California’s Diocesan 
Boards. The history of the Diocese would name in the successive 
personnel of those boards some of the leading citizens of the State. 
Such a veteran as Mr. W. A. M. Van Bokkelen has himself become 
a large part of the structure of the Diocese. 

The Woman’s Auxiliary and the House of Churchwomen have at- 
tracted into service many representative women, who are helping 
to make, in their respective communities, the parishes and mis- 
sions of the Diocese constructive spiritual forces. 

Responsive to the Church’s Nation-wide responsibilities, Mr. H. 
C. Wyckoff of Watsonville is giving of his time and talents to the 
business of the General Board of Managers at New York City. 

One of the best of diocesan agencies is the Church Center for 
Service established on the Cathedral Block for directing into 
spheres of usefulness men and women workers. 

In that the Bishop of California, as founder and Dean of the 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific, as well as founder and 
builder of the House of Churchwomen, likewise, in that the Bishop- 
Coadjutor, as projector and Warden of the Deaconess Training 
School of the Pacific, are pioneers in enlisting lay co-operation, the 
Episcopate of the Diocese of California, has, far in advance of 
Lambeth pronouncements, taken forward steps toward capitalizing, 
both in ordinary channels of work and in consecrated life minis- 
tries, the wealth in lay churchmoanship. 
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’Twas Thirty Years Ago 


This Very December 


That we printed the clergy list of the then Diocese of Califor- 
nia, which included the present fields of Los Angeles and San 
Joaquin of Bishops Kip and Nichols and 102 other clergy. Of that 
102 only fourteen are in the list of the present Diocese in its 
diminished area and five on the list of the Diocese of Los Angeles 
and one on the San Joaquin list. Sixty-five have passed from 
earth. Some are associated with other Sees. 

King Kalakaua of Hawaii died in San Francisco. The Rev. Frank 
H. Church administered the Holy Communion to his attendants 
at his bedside shortly before he died and the burial service was 
held in Trinity Church, then at the corner of Post and Powell 
streets, with full civic and military honors, crowds being in at- 
tendance both within and without the Church. 

It was deemed a matter of special chronicling in our columns 
that “There are several young ladies in or connected with the 
vested choir of St. Paul’s, Sacramento.” 

The first annual report of the Maria Kip Orphanage was made 
at the annual meeting by Mrs. Thomas P. Woodward, secretary. 

St. Paul’s Church, Bakersfield, was cosnecrated January 15. 

St. James’ Cemetery, Fresno, was consecrated January 26. 

The death of Dean Church of St. Paul’s Cathedral, London, was 
noted. 

The Rev. M. C. Dotten, Ph. D., took charge of a new group of 
Missions in the Southern Convocation, including Sierra Madre, 
Duarte and Monrovia, which had their origin under the alert mis- 
sionary enterprise of the Rey. Dr. Trew. 

The clergy of the Missionary Jurisdiction of Northern Califor- 
nia met at St. Augustine’s College, Benicia, on the Feast of the 
Epiphany and the Rev. H. H. Wilcox, missionary at Grass Valley, 
was ordained to the priesthood by Bishop Wingfield. 

Announcement was made by the Board of Missions that “Since 
December 1 services have been held at the following points where 
we have no resident clergymen, viz.: Watsonville, Jolon, King City, 
San Miguel, Paso Robles, San Luis Obispo, Sante Fe Springs, Gilroy 
and Redwood City.

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The Proposed Canon on Bishop and 
Executive Council 


In the last issue of “The Pacific Churchman” there appeared the 
first draft of a Canon establishing for the Diocese of California an 
Executive Council to conduct the work now conducted by the vari- 
ous Boards. A word or two of explanajion would perhaps help in 
the consideration of the Canon before Convention meets. The 
proposal to be sent to the Committee on Canons has been drawn 
up by a Committee of the Provisional Council consisting of Mr. 
VanBokkelen, Mr. Lee and the Rev. G. H. B. Wright. The purpose 
is to effect a Diocesan organization analogous to that of the gen- 
eral Church. The Council wiil take general charge of all of what 
may be called the working activities of the Diocese—Church Ex- 
tension, Education, Social Service and kindred matters. It wil! co- 
ordinate and direct and be able to initiate Diocesan movements 
such as the Nation-Wide Campaign facilely. The Canon, if passed, 
will do away with the present Boards of Church Extension and 
Education and the Social Service Commission, as established by 
Canon, but it will continue the work of these boards probably by 
constituting them only with necessary changes into Departments 
which will have the special charge of the various work under the 
Council’s direction. The present Social Service Commission, for 
example, will not be continued, but it is to be presumed that the 
new Department of Social Service will comprise practically the 
same group of workers. Thus, policies will be continued, although 
organization will be changed. 

The Committee on Canons will, I presume, ask that the Con- 
vention suspend the order of the day immediately after the first 
organization routine and act upon this proposal. That will make 
it possible, if the Convention adopis the Canon or a Canon em- 
bodying this general principle, to nominate immediately for mem- 
bership in the Council and discontinue nominations or elections to 
the older Boards. 

The debateable points upon which the Convention will have to 
decide, excepting some minor details of form, would seem to be: 

1. The general principle involved in the reorganization. 

2. The number of members of the Council and their distribu- 
tion between those elected and those serving ex-officio. 

3. The question raised by the proposal to make three elected 
members—one clergyman, one layman, one lay woman, ineligible 
for re-election each year until a year has expired. 

Diocesan sentiment seems to point to the adoption of the Canons, 
at least in principle. They will be following the example of Gen- 
eral Convention and of many of the Dioceses, In view of the 
likelihood of such change, it would seem that every member of 
Convention should be considering carefully ‘the best men and 
women to serve in this most important body. Due regard should 
be had by the electors to the fact that from the Council there 
must be chosen heads for at least four Departments and there 
should be at least one person on the Council for every Depart- 
ment who has specialized in that particular line of work. 


The Proposed Executive Council 


1. The organization of the Diocese to parallel the organization 
of the General Church is a good thing. It will effect centraliza- 
tion which will prevent the overlapping of activities. It will secure 
the co-ordination of agencies. It will result in developing effec- 
tive parochial effort in more than one field of Christian service, 
which at present is not likely to be the case. 

2. The proposed Canon needs very careful restatement. Sec- 
tion 391-d is too haphazard. Sections 391-b and 39l-c are too 
involved. 

3. The Convention should be alive to the danger of such a 
centralization of executive ability, framing policies and recom- 
mending programs, as will tend to ecclesiastical bureaucracy. 
There is an obvious tendency to the creation of a line of cleavage 
between clergy in executive positions and clergy engaged in paro- 
chial activity. Administrative recommendations are ineffective 
without earnest co-operation from parochial clergy. In the long 
run, the job is really up to them. It is comparatively easy to meet 
in Council and to decide upon a policy. It is relatively hard to 
engage the activity of members of parishes to make the policy 
effective. Administrators have a tendency to belittle these prob- 
lems of parish priests. This danger might be guarded against by 
providing that clerical members of the Council must be “clergy 
regularly settled and officiating in a parish or congregation within 
the Diocese.” (Sec. 24, 1-b of the Constitution.)

All Saints’ Church, Palo Alto

All Saints’ Mission, Elmhurst

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St. Philip’s, Oakland 


The campaign is progressing at St. Philip’s. The captains and 
their assistants have been at work doing faithful visiting, rain 
or shine. Each Sunday evening an enthusiastic speaker has been 
present to encourage the workers in their efforts—the Rev. Alex 
Allen at the opening service of the campaign on October 31, fol- 
lowed by Mr. H. R. Braden. Mrs. McLeish and the Rev. B. D. 
Weigel, the campaign secretary. Friday, the 19th, the church was 
occupied the entire day by members offering intercession for the 
success of the campaign throughout the Nation. The teams began 
their Every Member Canvass on the afternoon of Sunday, the 
21st, in spite of the heavy downpour, with most encouraging re- 
sults. About sixty calls were made and pledges left and on 
checking up returns it was found that over $600 was pledged for 
work outside of St. Philip’s. As the apportionment was $710 and 
there are still some twenty-five places to be heard from, there 
seems no doubt that before the week is up St. Philip’s will be 
“over the top” and above. The work im the parish is being pro- 
portionately well cared for. About 5:30 p. m. the weary and wet 
canvassers began to come in and did ample justice to the supper 
provided for them and others interested, in the Guild Hall. About 
forty were present, with Bishop Parsons at the head of the board, 
and he gave his blessing and praise to the workers and their 
work and an interesting hour was spent over the teacups. Evening 
service followed, to which the anouncement that the Bishop would 
preach had drawn a large congregation. 


Many new church familiies have moved into the parish and are 
being rapidly discovered by the parish visitor. The Young People’s 
Fellowship has a flourishing chapter, meeting every Sunday eve- 
ning at 6:30 and remaining to evening service. It was quite en- 
couraging for the future work at St. Philip’s to see one long table 
at the campaign ~upper filled by ;oumg men and young women. 

The Women’s Guild has also taken on new life, with its many 
new members, and they are busy preparing for their annual sale 
and cafeteria dinner to be held December 3 in the Guild Hall. 

The Rector has had his hands more than full, with a growing 
parish as well as his active work in the Seaman’s Institute with 
Rev. Mr. Deems. 


Christmas at the Base Hospital in Menlo 


The 500 wounded soldiers and sailors at the Base Hospital, dere- 
licts of the war, were not forgotten by the people of Palo Alto at 
Christmas. At the fall meeting of the women of the Federated 
Evangelical Churches, Mrs. David Evans, wife of the Rector of All 
Saints’ Church, who has regularly visited in the wards of the 
hospital from the very beginning, so deeply touched the hearts of 
her hearers by the narrative of her experiences that a committee 
was formed with Mrs. Evans as chairman to secure a wider and 
more systematic interest in the sick men. Each church undertook 
to provide a certain number of women of the right type for regu- 
lar visiting and plans were at once formed to give the invalids a 
Christmas that would convince them of the sympathy and good 
will of the people of Palo Alto. A fund of about $350 was raised, 
of which $81 represented the offering at the union service on 
Thanksgiving Day, with which enough candy and fruit was pur- 
chased to give every man in the hospital a substantial and well- 
filled box. The 500 boxes were the gift of Mr. M. P. Harris of 
Redwood City. A handkerchief and Christmas card accompanied 
each box and in addition the Beechnut Packing Company and the 
Sutcliffe tobacco firm donated a generous supply of chewing gum 
and cigarettes. The boxes were taken to the hospital on Christmas 
eve by fifty-two women, two to each ward, and given to the men 
“with the love and gratitude of the people of Palo Alto,” for as 
Theodore Roosevelt said in a recently-published letter, “All good 
Americans are henceforth and forever the debtors of the men who 
came to the colors in the war.” 


Christmas at St. John’s, Oakland 


There was a full choral celebration of the Holy Communion with 
sermon at midnight Christmas eve. About 200 persons were present 
and about forty received the Blessed Sacrament. Following the 
sermon by the Rector, the Story of the Creche was read from St. 
Luke’s Gospel. 


The choir deserves special praise for its faithful work at this 
and other Christmas services. 


The Christmas offering amounted to about $400. 


The thanks of the congregation are due the Altar Guild, of which 
Miss Agnes B. Handyside is president, for furnishing a beautiful 
white Altar frontal, greatly enriching the Sanctuary. 

A Gothic Choir screen of greens, erected by Mr. Fred Brecht, 
added to the beauty of the Chancel. 

The Church School Christmas Tree and entertainment, held on

Mrs. Monteagle told of the Anniversary Fund to be given to com- 
memorate the completion of fifty years of service by the Auxiliary 
and té be called the Emery Fund, in grateful recognition of the 
work in the Auxiliary of the three Emery sisters—Mrs. Twing, its 
founder; Miss Julia S. Emery, for forty years its general secretary, 
and Miss M. T. Emery, for many years in charge of the box work. 
Every branch is asked to appoint a chairman to make the plan 
known to her parish and to endeavor to have every woman in the 
parish represented in the Fund. The income will be used for the 
benefit of missionaries on furlough, for opportunities for study, 
medical care and recreation. 

The California branch suffers a very serious loss through the 
resignation of Mrs. A. L. McLeish, its president, whose leadership 
has shown such initiative, such wide knowledge of the whole 
work of the Church, and such high ideals for the Auxiliary as a 
part of the reorganized forces for the extension of the Kingdom.

Nothing will so help 
them to restoration to health and activity in the Auxiliary as the 
feeling that the work goes steadily forward through the coopera- 
tion of all its members. 


Notes from the Church Book Shop, 1217 Sacramento

We very much regret the unavoidable delay in the delivery of 
the Offering Envelopes for 1921. An epidemic of typhoid laid off 
many of the regular workers in the house furnishing them and 
unskilled workers delayed somewhat the work, but all not yet 
reecived will be delivered very early in January. Though prices 
have very much advanced owing to advance in wages and paper, 
a much better quality than in recent years will be furnished. 

We have received a limited quantity of “A Short Catechism on 
the Teaching of the Church,” an English work, which we believe 
fills a long-felt want. It is an enlargement of the Church Cate- 
chism very; much on the lines of a proposed revision which we 
submitted to the Committee on Prayer Book Revision several years 
ago. We will mail a copy for 15 cents to any of the clergy desiring 
to see it and expect to import more of them in the near future. 
We expect also to furnish a system of teaching the Catechism, 
illustrated with pictures, which will we believe relieve the dryness 
and make it more interesting. It will consist of a Teacher's Man- 
ual with pictures and also a Pupil’s Manual or the Short Catechism 
referred to above. This we hope to have ready for the beginning 


of Lent. 
We have recently placed a number of Memorials in several 
churches.

Altar Service Book, Prayer Book, a Gorham Sterling Communion 
Service and Brass Alms and Receiving Basin.

Canon 42, Section Ill. 


“No Minister, knowingly after due inquiry, shall solemnize the 
marriage of any person who has been or is the husband or the 
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wife of any other person then living, from whom he or she has 
been divorced for any cause arising after marriage. But this 
Canon shall not be held to apply to the innocent party in a 
divorce for adultery; Provided, that before the application for 
such remarriage a period of not less than one year shall have 
elapsed, after granting of such divorce; and that satisfactory evi- 
dence touching the facts in the case, including a copy of the 
Court’s Decree, and Record, if practicable, with proof that the de- 
fendant was personally served or appeared in the action, be laid 
before the Ecclesiastical Authority, and such Ecclesiastical Au- 
thority, having taken legal advice thereon, shall have declared in 
writing that in his judgment the case of the applicant conforms to 
the requirements of this Canon; and Provided, further, that it 
shall be within the discretion of any Minister to decline to sol- 
emnize any marriage.”

To the Clergy and Laity: The Diocesan Committee of the Nation- 
Wide Campaign at its November meeting elected the Rev. E. 5.

The annual Every Member Canvass for parish support and the 
Church’s Mission was postponed to December 12, as noted in the 
Bishop’s letter of last week. The Preaching Mission will probably 
be held in Lent instead of Advent.

Diocese. 
Parish Conferences 


It was decided to hold conferences in the parishes and mis- 
sions so far away as may be possible. Some of the clergy have 
been enlisted for the purpose. The Bishop assigned the deacon- 
esses for preparatory work. The campaign calling on the people 
and stimulating interest with gratifying success, as testified by 
good attendance and intelligent participation in the conferences 
led by the clergy. Letters have been sent to a number of the 
clergy asking their consent to visits from the deaconesses and 
the leaders of conferences. If you are a priest and have such a 
letter unanswered, will you not reply at once? Schedules depend 
on your answer. Even in places where there is no expectation of 
making the canvass, we want to hold conferences, to tell what 
the Church is attempting and to clear up misconceptions. No 
pressure will be exerted. While the campaign without the canvass 
is incomplete, still the educational and inspirational vaiue of the 
calls of the deaconesses and the addresses of the leaders are in 
themselves most helpful to the local work of the Church.

Designated Offerings 


While designation of contributions is not recommended, either 
by the Presiding Bishop and Council or by this committee, it is 
permitted under a ruling of the Council. Under this rule anyone 
may “designate” his contribution for any project contained in the 
General Survey or the iDocesan Budget. For example: General 
Missions or any department or particular field under that head; 
Diocesan Missions; Religious Education or any project in that 
department; Social Service or any project of that character; etc. 
Money so designated will be used for the object thus named, and 
for no other, and the amount will be credited to the parish quota. 
But no money given for the Nation-Wide Campaign may be re- 
tained in the parish treasury. All Nation-Wide Campaign money 
is to be sent to the Diocesan Secretary-Treasurer, Rev. Barr G. 
Lee, 2620 M street, Sacramento. Remittances should be made 
monthly, even if the amount accumulated is small. 


The New Departure 


By action of the General Convention the missionary work of 
the Church—both General and Diocesan—and its Religious Educa- 
tional and Social Service activities are all to be financed for the 
future through the Nation-Wide Campaign. The campaign has 
been made a permanent department of the Presiding Bishop and 
Council. Every parish and mission in the entire American Church 
which intends to support the Church’s Mission must necessarily 
do so through the National and Diocesan organizations of the 
campaign. We question whether those who are standing outside 
the campaign realize that by so doing they are keeping for them- 
selves that which under the old system they gladly gave for the 
spread of Christ’s Kingdom. The Nation-Wide Campaign is not a 
drive for such and such amounts of money. It is a method for 
spreading information about what the Church is doing and ought 
to do; for increasing intelligence as to what the Church is and 
the reasons for its existence; for gaining recruits for the ministry 
and for sisterhoods and orders of deaconesses; for enlisting phy- 


sicians, nurses, teachers, and other workers in missions, social 
service and religious education; for building up efficiency in the 
local parish by interesting its people in work and worship; for 
enlarging the spiritual life of Church folk and bringing to Christ 
some souls who know Him not, through Preaching Missions; and 
for financing the personal service and the equipment involved in 
all these endeavors. When people are asked to finance the work- 
ers and the equipment they have a right to ask what are the needs 
and how much the cost will be—and that is the meaning of the 
Survey and the Budget and the Quotas. 

And so once more we ask your intelligent and devout participa- 
tion in this method of seeking to bring God’s answer to our daily 
prayer, “Thy Kingdom come, as in heaven, so on earth.”

The Rev. A. W. Bell, in a letter to his people, says:

“The promise is, ‘They that wait upon the Lord shall renew 
their strength. Spiritual strength is what we all need and need 
sorely these days, and our Lord tells us this is the only way to 
get it. Let us wait on Him in Prayer for forgiveness and in sin- 
cerity of purpose make our lives conform more to the moral 
image of His Son. We shall have then happier homes, happier 
faces and more inspiring services as the result of His blessing 
that will follow our effort. 

“He Who taught the world the meaning of ‘the supreme sac- 
rifice’ has given His followers the high privilege and duty to carry 
on His work. Each Christian must therefore be in a constant 
state of preparedness for each duty as it comes to us. We must 
have the martyr spirit, courage, self-denial, resoluteness, as He 
had, if His Kingdom is to come on earth.

District of Spokane 


HERMAN PAGE, D. D., Missionary Bishop 


In connection with the Nation-Wide Campaign Preaching Mis- 
sion, Bishop Hugh L. Burleson of South Dakota held an eight-day 
Mission at All Saints’ Cathedral, Spokane. It proved to awaken a 
greater interest in the Episcopal Church among many outsiders 
and also served to deepen the spiritual life of very many com- 
municants. The concluding service was followed by a Consecra- 
tion, when a large number knelt at the altar to receive the Apos- 


tolic Blessing as they thus professed their hearty desire to renew 
their baptismal vows, to espouse the cause of Christ, to do some 
definite Christian work if they were not already thus engaged, and 
if they were, to try to do better, acting on the conviction that all 
Christian belief must culminate in service, or else the belief itself 
will sooner or later wither away, and conscious of the fact that 
there is no satisfactory impression without consequent expression. 
Bishop Burleson also visited the Church at Palouse, at which one 
of his brothers is the rector. 


Preaching Missions were also held in various parts of the 
district, the local clergy officiating. Among many other signs of 
decided growth, special mention should be given to Wenatchee, 
where the outlook was never more hopeful than now. 


Under the leadership of the Rev. Geo. Herbert Severance, rural 
dean, several community services are held, and if they are all to 
be judged according to the one held bi-monthly at Meyer’s Falls, 
at which the writer officiated recently, there is no estimating the 
tremendous power for good they are accomplishing. The spiritual 
atmosphere created by devoted worshippers can not but produce 
a greater consecration to the cause of Christ and His Church. 
Dean Severance is to be much commended for his wholehearted 
devotion to the large territory under his consecrated leadership. 
The work at Kettle Falls is most encouraging, the full service of 
the Church being rendered with credit to all concerned. The work 
among the young people receives special attention, and the future 
is practically assured. Colville, Northport and Republic report 
progress, slow but substantial. 


The Rev. L. K. Smith, vicar of St. James’, Spokane, is rejoicing 
with his people at the fulfillment of their hopes in the near com- 
pletion of a Parish Hall, a much needed addition to their work.

Trinity Church, Reno, Nevada 


Bishop Sanford conducted a very successful Preaching Mission 
in Trinity Church for the eight days from November 28 to Decem- 
ber 5. The members of the parish took a keen interest in the 
many special services of the week, especially the Mission service 
held each evening. The spiritual tone given by Bishop Sanford 
to the parish is proving of great value to the new rector, the Rev. 
Edward T. Brown, and to his people. 


The housing situation in Reno made it quite impossible for 
a place to be rented for Mr. Brown and his wife, so the vestry 
voted to buy a charming seven-room bungalow for a rectory. It is 
ideally situated on the hills across from the Truckee River and 
near the center of the city, close to the location of the future 
Church property. The home will be available on January 1. Seven 
thousand dollars was paid for the new property. 

Trinity is now in the midst of the Campaign Week, and at this 


writing the over-subscription of the Parish budget of $5000 and 
the quota of $1500 dollars seems assured. 


Diocese of Oregon 


RT. REV. WALTER T. SUMNER, D. D., BISHOP 


The Nation-Wide Campaign is again under way in the Diocese. 
St. David’s, Portland, has perfected a strong organization with 
complete teams, under the leadership of Mr. J. W. Ganong. The 
Pro-Cathedral is fully organized with Mr. J. W. Dezendorf as 
chairman and other parishes are falling rapidly into line. St. 
John’s Mission, Toledo, is again among the leaders of the “out- 
country” districts. Other leading missions are St. Michael and 
All Angels and St. Andrew’s, Portland. A Preaching Mission, be- 
ginning November 28 and ending December 12, will be a part of 
the campaign this fall. Friday, November 19, was observed as a 
Day of Intercession. In many places the day began with a cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion, followed by prayers by inter- 
cessors who volunteered for half-hour periods. By this method 
unbroken intercessions were offered throughout the entire day. 
The Diocesan Chairman on Intercessions reports the observance 
of this day to have been one of the most successful features of 
the campaign. 

The Teacher’s Institute, under the auspices of the Diocesan 
Board of Religious Education, is conducting a series of Teacher 
Training meetings, divided into two periods. The first of these 
began on Tuesday evening, October 19, and ended on Tuesday 
evening, November 23. Six meetings were held at the Pro- 
Cathedral. The chief addresses were on “The Life of Christ,” 
given by the Rev. Thomas Jenkins, rector of St. David’s Church, 
Portland. The next series will begin on January 4, to end on 
February 8, the principal addresses being on “The American 
Prayer Book,” to be delivered by the Rev. C. H. L. Chandler, rector 
of St. Paul’s Church, Oregon City. Other speakers are Mr. Norman 
Johnson, secretary of the State Sunday School] Association, and 
Miss Mary Millard of the Portland Public Library, and Mr. John 
W. Lethaby. The series so far has been very successful. 

The Chamber of Commerce of Marshfield, supported by some of 
the most prominent men and women of the city, has approached 
Bishop Sumner with a proposition for the erection of a hospital, 
the building to be fireproof, built on the unit plan and to cost 
$50,000, with a capacity of forty beds. One of the citizens offers 
to donate suitable ground and an effort is to be made to raise 
the required sum locally. Bishop Sumner has given his approval 
to the project, and provided the present plans materialize, will 
arrange for the permanent management of the hospital as a 
Church institution. 

New work has been started in what is known as the St. John’s 
district of Portland, a section of the city near the confluence of 
the Willamette river with the Columbia. This is one of the most 
thickly settled sections of the city, there being large docks, ship- 
yards, meat packing plants and other large business concerns 
within its limits. The work is in charge of the Rev. John D. Rice, 
newly appointed vicar at St. Andrew’s, Portsmouth. At present 
services and Church School are being conducted in a rented store 
building. Should the venture warrant doing so, arrangements will 
be made for a permanent work being carried on. The outlook 
seems most promising. 

A splendid work is being done among the students of the two 
leading college centers of the State, at Eugene and Corvallis. Two 
hundred and twenty persons, a large percentage students, at- 
tended an entertainment given for the students at the State Col- 
lege, Eugene, on October 15. At Corvallis a strong chapter of the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew, composed of college students, is doing 
a splendid work along Brotherhood lines. and in many ways such 
as lay reading and work in various Church organizations, the 
students of the Oregon Agricultural College render the rector very 
helpful assistance. The parish in both these college centers is 
fortunate in having a very capable man as rector in the person of 
the Rev. F. G. Jennings, at Eugene, and the Rev. E. T. Simpson, 
at Corvallis. 

There have been a number of changes and additions among the 
clergy of the Diocese during the past few weeks. The Rev. John 
Brian McCormick, son of the Bishop of Western Michigan, is now 
in charge of the Missions of Our Saviour, Woodstock (Portland), 
and of St. Matthew (South) Portland, at the latter place suc- 
ceeidng the late Father Breck. The former mission is of unusual 
importance because of its close proximity to Reed College, one 
of the leading institutions of learning in the State. The Rev. E. H. 
Clark, formerly in charge of the Mission at Woodstock, has been 
apopinted as chaplain of St. Helen’s Hall, Portland, where he will 
succeed Father Breck. He will retain charge of St. John’s Mis- 
sion, Sellwood (Portland). The Rev. W. A. Kirk, recently of 
Sussex, Wisconsin. is now rector of Calvary Church, Seaside, and 
missionary in charge of the Missions at Warrenton and Vesper. 

A public reception in honor of the rector of St. Mark’s, Port- 
land, the Rev. John G. Hatton, was given in the parish house by 
the parishioners on October 14. The occasion was the return of 
the rector from a two-months leave of absence in the East. The 
occasion was a very pleasant one for both rector and people and 
was well attended by the many friends of the rector.

Program of Department Christian Social Service 


The November number of “The Spirit of Missions” contains the 
authorized program of the Department of Social Service. The Rev. 
C. N. Lathrop, Executive Secretary, has three goals for the De- 
partment: ; 

1. To bring Social Service into effective action in the parishes 
of the Church. Seah 

2. To unify the various social service commissions of the 
Dioceses. 

3. To develop an interest on the part of the clergy in the prob- 
lems of social service. SES 

The parish is selected because it is the unit of organization ; 
because the work of the Church naturally starts from the parish. 
The plan of the Department is to arrange for a series of social 
service classes to have at least six lessons dealing with the family 
from the community viewpoint. 

For the clergy Mr. Lathrop would make a distinction between 
rural, small town and city work. He is prepared to furnish litera- 
ture on various problems in his field. 

The Department has an allotted space in “The Spirit of Mis- 
sions” which will be used to tell about some successful social 
service work. 

This is a brief compaction of the program of the Department of 
Christian Social Service which may be found on page 735 of “The 
Spirit of Missions” for Novmeber. 


Working Out Commission Plans in Diocese of California 


The Social Service Commission of the Diocese of California will 
work out in the Diocese those plans which the Department has 
prepared for it. To this end a letter was sent to the clergy of 
the Diocese asking for the name of some communicant who would 
act for the parish and for the Commission in the work of present- 
ing 'the subject of social service to the people of the Church. The 
commission wishes to follow out the Department’s recommenda- 
tions. The Presiding Bishop and Council saw fit to have such a 
Department. The Diocese sees a reason for it. The effectiveness 
of the Church’s work will be increased by making use of it. 

The Commission, anticipating the subject for general study, of- 
fers the following “Bibliography on The Family.” It is probably 
incomplete but contains a wide selection. Correspondence with 
the Commission upon this or any matter in the field of Social 
Service is welcome. Any suggestions or articles could be used on 
ithis page. 


The sensitive ear of Jesus heard the dissonance and the discord 
which came from the separation of the Jewish religion from the 
situation of the day. 

The Master said some harsh things about that religion—about 
the desuetude of those clearer notes of filialism, of fraternalism.

Today the Church is not in harmony with those human needs 
which cry out in an almost insistent strain. And yet the Church 
has ‘that Master motif out of which the symphony of Christianity 
was built. 


All our enterprise, all our enthusiasm for missions; all our 
efficiency, all our energy in building and maintaining Church 
institutions, all our prudence, all our solicitude in selecting those 
whom we will designate as “neighbors”—all these things are as 
nothing until we condemn in practice and not only in theory 
what is sometimes so palpably a caste religion. The enthusiasm, 
the energy, the solicitude of the Church must go towards the 
establishing of a social faith. 

The not discordant notes of the present world desire for 
democracy are by no meafis the loose and unfettered over tones 
following a world war. They are the notes of this busy world’s 
religious hope for some social sanctification. 

Now is the time for the Church to take up the theme of this 
holy hope and, with the harmony of that social faith which was 
once delivered to the saints, lead iméo a more perfect harmony all 
the wayward and unregistered notes of the aspirations for 
democracy. 

The song of social righteousness is singing in the heart of the 
people. The Church must harmonize this into a song of the 
righteousness of God through righteous human relationships. 

If the Church does not hear the pipings in the market places 
she is either deaf or deluded. And all her devotion to the worship 
of God gives God no glory until the arousal of God within us 
gives the Church to hear the chantings of tthe people who are 
already singing the social faith. 

And all the ecstacies of all our Sunday services will do no more 
than enervate the Church if she does not enthuse us to that ethics 
of a social faith whihe is the melody of the Master.

The Young People’s Fellowship at St. Paul’s, Oakland 

The newly organized chapter of the Young People’s Fellowship 
at St. Paul’s, Oakland, promises to be one of the strongest and 
largest in the Diocese. A group of over one hundred boys and 
girls came together on the evening of December 8 and with the 
aid of a nominating committee elected their staff of officers. 

A supper at 6:30 was the opening event of the evening, followed 
by a few moments of community singing. After the opening 
prayer the Rev. Harold H. Kelley, who has done so much good 
work in the Seamen’s Institute, gave a splendid address explain- 
ing the purpose of the organization and the good work it is ex- 
pected to do. The point made was that by helping others you 
help yourself to get the most out of life. 

Immediately following this interesting and to-the-point address 
a large strong chapter was organized. A nominating committee, 
composed of the Rector and the heads of the several existing 
clubs of boys and girls, submitted a list of possible candidates for 
office, and after the election the officers were installed. 

A social “hop” was the conclusion of the first meeting of this 
organization which shows every indication of becoming one of the 
largest, most alert and active chapters that has, as yet, mani- 
fested a desire to join in this excellent Fellowship movement. 

We heartily welcome the new chapter, recognizing its remark- 
able promise, and with a feeling of full confidence that the mem- 
bers will measure up in every respect to the standard of work 
to be done. 


Has your secretary communicated yet with Miss Ruth Knudsen, 
sending to her a list of your officers and their addresses, and the 
number of your members? If not, it should be done at once, for 
all this information ought to be in Miss Knudsen’s hands by the 
first of the year. Her address is 1 Panoramic Way, Berkeley. 


A certain amount of comment has been “going the rounds” rela- 
tive to the necessity of ratifying the diocesan constitution. Some 
of our young people seem to thing that the organization can go on 
just as well without this action on their part. It should be borne 
in mind, however, that until the constitution is ratified there is 
no Fellowship, in any real sense. Unless the individual chapters 
where the idea has appealed to the young people consent to place 
it on a secure foundation of actual membership by such ratifica- 
tion, then the organization will continue to exist only on paper, 
and its usefulness will be seriously impaired. 

This does not mean, of course, that purely local affairs are 
placed under the thumb, as it were, of the executive committee. 
Except in the most basic features the constitution leaves to each 
chapter full autonomy in its own work. Nor does it mean that 
the constitution can not be changed, for ample provision is made 
for amending it if the large majority of the chapters in the Dio- 
cese wish to do so. Opportunity will be offered at the diocesan 
second annual convention on February 2 to present any desired 
amendments. 

So make it a point at your next business meeting to take up, 
and if you think best, ratify the constitution. 


The event for which we are all planning ahead is the second 
annual convention of the Young People’s Fellowship in the Dio- 
cese of California. It will be held on the evening of Wednesday, 
February 2, in Grace Chapel, Sacramento and Taylor streets, San 
Francisco, At this gathering officers for the coming year will be 
elected and business of the utmost importance transacted. The 
Fellowship is at this moment at a very critical period and the 
policy determined upon at this meeting will play a most pregnant 
part in the future of the organization. You who believe in the 
Fellowship, believe that it will become a great power in the life 
of our beloved Church, come to this convention. Your voice and 
your presence are needed, that in the community of minds imbued 
with the same great purpose there may be really fine resolutions 
made and permanently constructive work set forward. 

It is not the best plan merely to send a representative or two of 
your chapter to the convention. Make your aim a 100 per cent 
attendance and if this be impossible do not be content with less 


than the largest number who can possibly come. It is the one 
great event of the year in Young People’s Fellowship circles. No 
other gathering of which you may be informed is nearly so im- 
portant, If you can come to only one, let the convention on Feb- 
ruary 2 be the one. Remember: 

What? Second Annual Convention of the Young People’s Fel- 
lowship. 

When? February 2, 8:00 p. m. ’ 

Where? Grace Chapel, San Francisco. 


One other matter should be mentioned—the program. Probably 
all young people who read this have seen a copy of the program 
of topics from December to January. It was written by the pro- 
gram committee, under the chairmanship of Sterling Osborne, and 
was an extremely creditable piece of work. 

Before long another similar card will be in your hands, and, we 
hope, will receive the careful attention it merits. There is nothing 
obligatory about the use of these topics; every chapter may use 
their own if they prefer. But there is a certain sense of soli- 
darity to be obtained if, on a given Sunday evening, at least a 
majority of chapters in the Diocese were discussing the same 
topic. Then a member visiting another church could drop into 
their Young People’s Fellowship meeting and having known the 
regular topic, could expect to find that usea there, rather than a 
topic of peculiar interest only to the one parish. Think it over.

COURSE VIII. 


A certain mother was talking to me the other day with regard 
to her boy whom she was anxious to get into the Church School, 
and in the discussion she said how very eager her boy was at this 
age for new experiences, and no matter what the experience 
might be if it was néw her boy wanted to enter into it. When we 
came to discuss his age I was not surprised to find that the boy 
was exactly the age he ought to be to have such desires, and I was 
happy to be able to tell his mother that we had a course in our 
Church School which would exactly fit her boy, for it is developed 
along the lines of this boy’s psychology which demanded a con- 
stant succession of new experiences. It is that particular course 
which we are to take up this time. 

Course VIII. is entitled “Church Worship and Membership” and 
is arranged to give the pupils all the new experiences with regard 
to their Church life that can possibly be given at the age when 
they are looking for these experiences in ali their daily activities. 
This is done by a study of the Prayer Book connected with the 
actual experience of taking part in the services about which they 
are taught. For example, the first service stressed is the Holy 
Communion; five lessons are taught to prepare them for attend- 
ance at the Holy Communion Service, and then the teacher brings 
her class to the service, and they are interested in it because of 
the previous instruction given, and even though they might have 
attended before, it is attended this time from a new standpoint, 
and with deeper interest. The same thing is true with regard to 
the other services of the Church, and a keen interest is stirred 
up if the pupils understand what the service means, and their 
part in it. 

But it must not be thought that this course simply teaches the 
Prayer Book, for together with the teaching of the Prayer Book 
there is a splendid outline course on the Old Testament beginning 
with Abraham, and ending with Pompey. The Bible stories are 
chosen to bring out and to correlate with the Prayer Book teach- 
ing that is being given at that time. For example, when the dis- 


* eussion on Confession and Absolution comes, the story of Achan 


and his theft is told; or when the Psalms and the Lessons are 
being discussed, the story of Deborah and her song of praise is 
told. 

The worship side of the course is stressed by the services such 
as the Holy Communion, and Morning and Evening Prayer; but 
the membership idea is brought out in the teachings on Baptism 
and Confirmation. The course forms a splendid background for 
Confirmation instruction which sometimes follows during the next 
year. 

There has been a good deal of difficulty experienced by some 
teachers in handling this course because of a little different 
method of handling the material itself. For the teacher there is 
the usual Teacher’s Manual, a set of Christian Nurture Stories, and 
Kent’s Historical Bible. The pupil has a set of notebook pages 
with questions to be answered, daily Bible readings, and a memory 
verse. Now it is the Christian Nurture Story which has caused 
most of the trouble, because unlike the previous teacher’s manu- 
als the story is not contained in this teacher’s manual. The Bible 
references are given, but not the story itself, so the teacher must 
have a set of the Christian Nurture Stories which go with Course 
VIIL., or they will in many cases have difficulty in working out 
the story. It is also necessary that the pupil have a set of these 
stories, for the daily Bible readings are given on his leaflet, not 
by chapter and verse in the Bible, but by paragraph on his Chris- 
tion Nurture Story. The reason the stories are not contained in 
the teacher’s manual is that the manual would be so much more 
expensive, and also if the matter contained in the teacher’s manual 
was cut down to make room for the story, there would not be 
sufficient instruction given to the teacher to teach the lesson. 

It is interesting to note that in No. VIII. we come in contact 
with a part of the Bible which is not very familiar to a great 
many pupils. The prophets are a closed book to most of them, 
and here we have stories of the prophets, and a correlation of the 
lives of the prophets with the kings in whose reigns they lived. 
Thus we connect the books on Kings, Chronicles and the Prophets 
and show how they are one great whole instead of separate books 
each telling a different story. 

Service, the dwelling place of God, the soldier idea, and loyalty 
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are all strongly stressed in Course No. VIII., and it rounds out 
and emphasizes the idea that the Church is the institution at the 
back of every good work, and through it the walls are built around 
the modern city. 

The aim of the course is to show that through Church Worship 
and Membership we realize and value our life with God. 

The course is intended for pupils about eleven years of age, or 
in Grade VI. in the public school. It is, however, possible to use 
it with pupils of thirteen or fourteen years of age, or in Grades 
VIII. and IX., and it would be better in schools where the Chris- 
tian Nurture Series is only just being introduced to use Course 
VIII. for these older pupils. 


BOOK REVIEWS 


“Historic Christianity in the Apostles’ Creed;” Canon J. 
K. Mosley; Longmans, $2. 


A wide departure frem the methods of the meticulous, pain- 
fully verbose Pearson and his many imitators. The author has put 
in practice what another writer of the day says with convincing 
force, that ‘the first necessity is not to restate the creeds but to 
explain them.” “This apparently simple remark,” observes Canon 
Mosley, “goes to the heart of the question.” There is much 
thought and talk as to the pressing need for a re-interpretation 
or re-statement of Christianity. It must be free from that which 
fetters its appeal to the Twentieth Century; the past is no less 
our concern than the present or the future. He asserts his sym- 
pathy with this spirit of restless inquiry and serious unrest which 
marks the times but protests that we need look on Christianity 
not in terms of anything else whatever but as it is in its own 
right. The very essence of it is its historical character and the 
object of these pages is to make it as plain as possible, to sweep 
aside the veils thrown around it to make it plain as possible, to 
sweep aside the veils thrown around it to make ® plain as once it 
was of old, that religion is not the growth of abstract concep- 
tions of thought visualized into what came to be taken as facis, 
but in the truth that the Christ whom St. Paul declared was Jesus 
—lived, taught, influenced, comirolled, brought out,of eternity to 
enduring lodgment in the souls of men; the verity of God as a 
loving Father who out of this love sent His Son to be the Life 
and the Light of men out of their darkness into the ‘glory of 
emancipation. 

This can not but be an entirely inadequate notice of a book 
alive in every page with quickening truths rising out of the 
welter of present day speculations and effortless readjustments of 
new thought to the old conditions, of glaringly raw material to 
that which is not merely primitive but Divine and therefore in- 
finitely beyond human reshapings. It is only necessary to apply 
the teachings of Galilee, the plain irrefutable history of the Gos- 
pels; with the witness of the Apostles against efforts to refit the 
old Story to what are termed modern needs, to prove the futility 
of them and their complete failure to achieve the purpose. “The 
Creed is the witness to God’s revelation and God’s gifts remain 
essentially unchanged from the primitive form of eighteen cen- 
turies ago.” 

The work is one that can not be laid aside, once taken up. The 
compulsion of its style would bear that. One is swept along by 
the vividness with which things are put, the intensity of the 
writer’s convictions vitalizing every sentence and making it a very 
essential factor in the building up of the one aim and purpose of 
the entirety of the book.

“Death and Beyond;” A Study of Hebrew and Christian 
Conceptions of the Life to Come; C. T. Wood, Fellow and 
Tutor of Queens College, Cambridge; Longmans, $1.75 


Another of the type that seeks to find readjustment of the old beliefs 
to what is termed Modern Thought and in its efforts to achieve 
this, plunges into wild theorizings, speculative forecasts in es- 
chatology, efforts to draw aside veils from things which the 
angels desired to look into but got no further than desire. That 
there is a craving for further knowledge, for clearer definition, 
every student is fully aware. But aware also that the teachings 
of our Lord and His Apostles did not afford any solid basis for 
the superstructures some would fain raise upon them. That man 
has his limitations is very obvious and when he makes the effort 
to break away, from them he finds himself in endless schisms, 
lost or blocked by a wall barring every effort to discover what is 
on the other side. 

The author deals much on certain popular conceptions of Death 
and Judgment, of Heaven and Hell, and rightly enough protests 
forcibly against them just as the intolerant deductions of what 
passes for Calvinism are protested against with every show of 
reason. One can not but be in sympathy with much that he says 
but it is at least a matter of opinion whether the correction of 
error in eschatology is so largely due, as he holds it is, to recent 
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advance in the knowledge of Jewish Apocalyptic. One can not 
forget ‘the stir made by Essays and Reviews not long ago, and the 
authoritative re-statement of certain doctrines that resulted. And 
is is also fifty or sixty years since Denison Maurice made his 
stand against the very same conceptions of Hell, Eternal Punish- 
ment and the like, for which the author assumes quite a modern 
origin. He quotes very largely from Dr. Charles’ works on “The 
Jewish Apocalyptic” and its eschatology (who is the great present 
day authority on these and cognate matters) but the present writer 
is unable to follow him through the hitherto little known Jewish 
Apocalytic which appears to be very voluminous. 

But the book is more than worth reading and pondering over if 
only for the beauty and grace of ‘the closing chapter “Death, Be- 
yond, and Life in the World to Come.” There the writer deals 
more largely with practical issues and what he says will touch 
to the quick the sorrows created by the war for all through can 
be heard the undertones of personal grief and of the sympathy 
it creates, and especially what he says about Prayers for the Dead, 
his pithy refutations of Roman teaching and practice in that re- 
gard and not only prayers for them but their prayers for us. If 
we believe as we do in the absolute continuity of life—in this life 
as eternal life—the beginning of what lieth beyond it, why should 
we not be linked in continuity of prayer with those who have gone 
beyond as we are with those overseas—or at the end of the earth? 
“We are seven” held Wordsworth’s little maid, and as Denison 
Maurice said, “Her’s was the faith of Apostles and martyrs and 
Spirits around the Throne.” —H. H. 


“The Pilgrim;” A Review of Christian Pol:tics and Re- 
ligion; edited by W. Temple; published by Longmans & 
Co., quarterly, 85c. 


Under existing conditions it seems a very intensified “Venture 
of Faith” to start a review of so high a type; the scarcity of 
paper, wages soaring, to say nothing of the hazards of the sub- 
scription list. But the promoters are men of energy and resolve 
led by Canon Temple, a son of the last Archbishop. 

It is just forty-five years ago since the Church “Quarterly Re- 
view” came into being and it has thoroughly justified the prevision 


and the confidence of its founders for it has proved an invalu-~ 


able asset not only to clergy and students, but to very many of 
the laity. But now the trouble is nat so much as it was then a 
conflict between science and religion, or the ventilation of the 
orthodox of Lux Mundi and the aims of its writers. There is a 
cry now for the restating of the old cardinal truths into forms 
adjusted to what are termed the exigencies of present spiritual 
needs, in short the putting of the old wine into new bottles. For 
there are not a few venturing “%o affirm that their so-called new 
thought is better adapted to the urgencies of this age than the 
old thought of the Gospels and the letters of the Apostles. 

One sentnece from the editor’s remarkable article on “Christian 
Unity” is enough. Traditional Christianity lays its stress upon 
the definite and particular act of God in the Incarnation, per- 
petuated by the Spirit in a Church which is organized to be the 
channel of a Divinity given lifé and is itself perpetually nour- 
ished by definitely appointed means in the Sacraments. 

“The Pilgrim” is described as a review of Christian politics 
and religion. It will adopt a definite sfandpoint in both—in the 
firm determination to make Christianity count as a force in con- 
temporary political life. In religion its attitude is indicated by 
the quotation from the editor’s article in Christian Unity—strictly 
orthodox but the reverse of narrow. 

The first number is remarkable for the excellence of the articles, 
for the scholarly standing of the writers and their uncompromis- 
ing outspokenness. Its maiden voyage is an undeniably successful 
one and everyone for whom the old Faith is not a Creed outworn 
but an ever quickening spirit in the center of their being, wiil 
wish it much more than conventional God-speed.
